For thirty-five years he 
acted as Moderator of the town 
and was always interested in the 
activities of the community.

To Try Out Plan 
Of Old Age Pension 


i 

An experiment is to be effect- 
ed of the so-called Townsend 
old-age pension. plan in Green- 
field and Mrs. Carrie Saben has 
been chosen as the recipient of 
the 3200 which is to be spent 
within a period of thirty days. 
Homer Sherman, president of the 
Greenfield Townsend club says 
that the date for its trial has not 
yet been fixed. 

Regarding the prospects of the 
experiment here, Mr. Sherman 
said that if $20 or more is re- 
turned to the club in the form of 
the 2 per cent transaction tax, 
the experiment will be consider- 
ed a success. 

“If the Townsend plan were 

in operation,” he _ explained, 
“only 10 per cent of the popula- 
tion would be annuitants, which 
would mean that there would be 
nine times as many people spend- 
ing as there were receiving. 
Since there are 1400 people over 
60 in this town, according to my 
figures it would mean that the 
plan would realize $280,000 in 
Greenfield alone.”
